I, The condition of the wheat crop 
is 77_ per cent. 
This is an increase 
of 17 per cent over the condition o? 
one month ago. The growing condi­ 
tion of wheat on same date in 1917 
^ 7 1 per cent. During the past 
month the weather and growing con­ 
ditions have been very favorable for 
wheat, and the crop has made the 
greatest improvement of any time 
during the growing season. From re­ 
ports received at this office we esti­ 
mate that 19 per cent of the acreage 
sown to the wheat in the fall of 1917 
has been abandoned. 
The largest 
per cent of abandoned acreage shows 
up in the Southwest and extreme 
Northwest. 
In the Southwest the 
abandoned acreage was caused prin­ 
cipally from scarcity 
of 
moisture 
while in the Northwest most of the 
acreage abandoned was caused from 
high winds and extreme cold weari­ 
ed. The acreage remaining is in the 
condition and gives promise 
of better than an average crop. 
Condition of oats Is 88 per cent 
Condition on same date last year 
was 72 per cent 
In revising our 
figures on the oats acreage, we find 
that there has been an increase of 9 
per cent over last year’s acreage. Our 
preliminary estimate showed a 2 per 
cent decrease, however, since these 
figures were compiled, a big per cent 
of the abandoned wheat acreage was 
oa*s- 
The acreage sown to 
oats this year is estimated 
040,000 acres. 
The acreage planted to corn this 
year is 6 per cent less than the acre­ 
age of last year. This decrease is due 
to the failure of the crop in 1917. 
Most of this acreage will be planted 
to grain sorghums, especially so in 
the Wesern half of the state. 
Our 
estimate of the acreage in corn this 
year is 3,832,000 acres. 
The prospect for a full fruit crop 
is as follows: 
Peaches 49 per cent, 
apples 67 per cent and cherries 67 
percent.

“We were about 40 feet inside the 
mine when we felt the first shock 
Sunday afternoon,*' said Sexton. "I 
never had experienced an earthquake 
before, but I knew at once what it 
was. Both of us were thrown against 
the wall of the tunnel. As soon as we 
could gain our balance, we ran for 
the tunnel mouth. 
When we had 
gone about 20 feet stone and earth 
were pouring into the tunnel from 
above and I saw we never could make 
it. 
I turned and ran back and col­ 
lided with Coles who was behind me. 
We i*an together to the face of the 
mine. 
Then we turned and looked 
back. The whole entrance to the tun­ 
nel was blocked. 
“Cole said, ‘Ed we’re finished. It’s 
got us now.* 
“We did not have a piece of steel 
in the tunel. We had been just about 
to fire our blasts when I went into 
the tunnel .and every tool, every 
piece of steel, had been taken out. I 
had a pair of pliers in my pocket, 
which we used later to tap on a rail 
but that was all. 
“We calculated we had air enough 
to last us six hours and until the men 
outside got air in to us, we did not 
even light a match, to save all the 
air that was fit to breathe as long as 
’possible. 
Cole had a watch with a 
radiant dial, and we could tell the 
time by that. 
“We sat on the ground because we 
seemed more comfortable down low, 
and tapped on the mine timbers with 
a rock. After two bonn, the men out­ 
side heard us and tapped back. Man, 
maybe you think that wasn’t a wel­ 
come sound. Of course, we took it for 
granted they would go to work to get 
us out right away, and of course, 
they did. 
They thought we were 
dead. though, until they heard the 
tapping. 
“First the men outside tried to dig 
us out through the entrance to the 
tunnel, but they soon found the earth 
and boulders sipped into the tunnel, 
as fast as they dug it out. Then they 
started to drive a shaft in from above 
to reach the tunnel. They got a hole 
through with an anger, and I tapped 
on the auger with th e‘pliers, and 
then there was another shock and 
the hole cayed in. Every one of the 
six succeeding shocks brought down 
dirt from the hillside into that hole, 
until about four hours after the first 
one had entombed us, the air inside 
was pretty bad. 
The men outside 
left the auger in the hoi all the Ume 
and they thought air was filtering in 
alon* it*

smallest holes. 
“So, the air'got pretty bad. I be­ 
gan to fori that

aa we got closer to the floor. We 


didn’t talk much. 
We weren’t ex-

What was the use? We knew 
the boys outside were doing all they 
could. So we * just

there. 
There came a stirring in the pile of 
mulch that we were lying on and 
here came the end of a pipe. The 
men had driven the pipe through the 
dirt in the tunnel. A plug had been 
forced down into the pipe and the 
pipe was split, so I could talk to the 
men through it. One of the men ask­ 
ed me if I could take the plug out, 
and I said no, and they drove a rod 
in from the front and got the plug 
out. Then we got a breath or two of 
air, but not enough. 
“They asked us how we were mak­ 
ing it, and we said ’pretty bad.* So 
they drove another pipe in to us; 
and hitched a blower from the back­ 
slid th into the end of it, and after 
that we got plenty of air. 
“I cannot tell you how it felt when 
we got the first breath of air. 
It 
made us feel—you would have to ex­ 
perience it to know how we felt. But 
it was pretty fine, all right. 
“All this time we had not lighted 
a match. But when the first pipe 
came through, Cole tried with four 
of his five matches to light a piece 
of candle he had in his pocket, but 
the air was so bad it would not light. 
And the matches wouldn’t stay lit 
either. But after the second pipe was 
driven in we lighted the candle with 
the last match we had. 
“To get help in digging us out, the 
ment sent around the country and 
gathered up every man they could 
find and hurried them up to the mine 
here in automobile. Altogether we 
had more than forty men in the res­ 
cue crew. They even sent to San Ja­ 
cinto and got some men to help. 
“But when last Monday morning 
they got a shaft down to us that 
we could crawl out of, you bet we 
wasted no time. I’ll bet a man could 
crawl out of the eye of a camel to 
get out of a hole like that." 
The hole through which the men 
escaped was to small to allow a man’s 
body to pass, having drifted partly 
full of earth and rock. It ran down 
the side of the mountain on a steep 
angle and was about twenty feet in 
length, and, at the top, perhaps three 
feet square.

NO RED TAPE ANO NO DELAY 


Soldiers and Their Dependents Made Ie 
Feel That They Are Entitled Ie 
Assistance and It Is Ex­ 
tended Cheerfully. 


One division of the Red Cross about 
which little is known is that of Ci­ 
vilian Relief. It hears that name to 
distinguish ll from the Military Relief, 
but the work it does is closely akin to 
military relief because it always has 
a khaki-clad figure in the background 
if not directly to the fore. 
The Civilian Relief Division Is pri­ 
marily aimed to help the soldiers in 
their private affairs, to aid them by 
aiding their families, to relieve mental 
distress and to solve domestic prob­ 
lems so that the soldier can proceed 
about his task of winning the war 
without being bothered by thinking of 
what is happening at home. 
The importance of the work of ci­ 
vilian relief is readily understood 
when one knows what it does. When 
the next call for soldiers Is made 
every one of the hundreds of thou­ 
sands of young men who are called 
from their homes will receive a letter 
from the Red Cross. This letter will 
say, in effect: 
’Is there anything we can do for 
you? 
Are there any questions con­ 
cerning insurance, allotment of pay, 
provisions for those left behind that 
we can answer? T$o you want advice? 
Call on us and we will help you.” 
Local Adtfrileei Given. 
These letters will give the local ad­ 
dresses and the names of those hav­ 
ing the work in charge. These indi­ 
viduals have been furnished 
with 
handbooks explaining in detail all the 
rules and regulations of the govern­ 
ment on the subjects interesting to 
the recruits, and, armed with these 
handbooks, the Red Cross worker can 
answer as correctly as the Attorney- 
General of the United States. This In 
formation is given fully and without 
t harge. 
On his arrival at camp the recruit 
finds notices posted giving the naiad 
and location of the camp headquarters 
f*f the Red Cross, and he is invited to 
"rite or call if he has any troubles. 
The persons in charge of these camp 
offices are trained social workers, 
mpathetic and of a character inspir­ 
ing confidence. The soldier tells his 
•roubles and advice is tendered and 
assistance is given if it is needed. 
When the interview closes the Red 
Cross person asks: 
“Is there anything else we can do 
for you?” 
That question, with its “anything 
else.” often brings out the real pur­ 
pose of the visit, a purpose that diffi­ 
dence or some other feeling may have 
kept unspoken. When the “something 
•Hse” is mentioned It is often a mat- 
ter that the Red Cross finds easily 
adjusted, a trifle in itself but of vast 
importance to the persons most con­ 
cerned

More than 2,000 American Red Cross 
nurses have gone to Europe tor active 
service ainee last Easter, quietly, as 
American soldiers have gone and are 
going; under orders of obedience, like 
the soldiers; and, like the soldiers 
again, tor the duration of the war, in 
the face of danger and hardship, pre­ 
pared tor any sacrifice to protect the 
lives of our fighting men.

And still 
there is a call for more nurses. More 
over, many of them must be'Vecruae.l 
from the Southwest. 
Even though more than 7,000 Red 
Cross nurses are on active duty in 
military and naval hospitals and in 
public 
health 
work at home and 
abroad, It is probable that 30,000 more 
will be needed for the American army 
H'one. 
Five thousand are needed by 
June I of this year and 4,000 more 
each month until the first of January. 
The Surgeon-General of the United 
States is urging the American 
Red 
Cross to do its utmost to provide these 
nurses. 
Will Women Emulate Men? 
Washington headquarters of the Red 
Cross believes that women 
of 
the 
Southwest do not realize the vital nee* 
of America for their services, else the 
response would be much greater. Red 
Cross 
headquarters 
recently 
made 
this announcement: 
Nurses, and more nurses, if America 
is to win the war, is the cry of the 
Ration to her women today. There are 
at present about 7,000 nurses in active 
service. And the first contingent OI’ 
the American Army is scarcely In the 
field. Men are being called to the col­ 
ors by the hundreds of thousands. 
Whether they will be protected art 
cared for when sick or wounded de­ 
pends on whether American women 
are willing to make the same sacri 
flees their brothers are making. Fail 
ing in this, they will have done inca! 
culable barm to the efficiency ant 
morals of our troops.

In the towns adjacent to every camp 
cind cantonment are scores of rela­ 
tives of young soldiers who have fob 
owed to be near their loved ones as 
ong as possible.

lows her husband, only to find that 
b s stay in the camp is about com­ 
pleted, bis period of training is over 
»nd he is leaving for the front. Living 
in these camp towns is expensive, the 
population has doubled or trebled 
within a few months, rents are high 
and the cost of food soon exhausts the 
slender means the bride brought with

I for the advent of a little stranger who 
I may never see his soldier tother. Per- 
haps she married against the advice 
of her parents—girls are prone to do 
that sort of thing—and does not Uke 
to appeal to her relatives. What can 
•he do? 
She can come to the Red Cross and 
ten her story, and right there her 
anxiety may end. The Red Cross win 
communicate with her relatives and 
with the relatives of her husband who 
aas started tor the front, from which 
he may never return. These relative* 
are urged to make some trifling sac* 
riflces on the altar of civiUsatlon and 
patriotism. 
They usually 
respond 
quickly to the call. 
Should the relatives fail the local 
chapter of the Red Cross in the town 
from which the soldier came is notl 
fled and assistance is asked. With a 
concrete case needing as ^stance th* 
local chapter never has any trouble lr 
raising funds to care tor the expectant 
mother. 
Assistance Is Certain. 
But if relatives - and local chaptei 
fail the Red Cross does not fail, and 
financial relief is extended—not as • 
charity tut as a right, as somethins 
‘ tor which ihe sold.cr at the front ii 
paying with his time, his body and 
perhaps his lite. 
The young wife la 
able to write to him and teU him that 
she is all right, that he need not worry 


Requirements For Applicants. 
Requirements for enrollment as 
Red Cross nurse are as follows: 
An applicant must be a graduate of 
a schooj[ tor nurses giving at least a 
two years* course of training in a gen 
erat hospital. 
Registration: In states where regis­ 
tration is provided for by law, an ap- 
plicant, to be eligible for enrollment, 
must be registered. 
Age Limits: An applicant must be 
at least 21 years and not over 40 years 
of age. 
indorsement: An applicant must be 
a member of an organization affiliated 
with the Ame. a oui Nurses’ Associa­ 
tion and indorsed by the Executive 
Committee, or by „t least two officers 
of such organisation. She must also 
be indorsed by the present superin­ 
tendent of the training school from 
whidh she was graduated or die one 
under whom she trained. Hor appli­ 
cation must be approved by the Local 
Committee on Red > oss Nursing Serv­ 
ice, and before being forwarded to 
Washington must he indorsed by at 
least two members of the local com­ 
mittee. 
Southwestern division Red Cross 
officials believe there will be a ready 
response to the appeal tor nurses once 
the women of tee Southwest realize 
the Imperative need for their services. 
The course in home nursing offered 
by the American Red Cross Is a defi­ 
nitely established chapter activity of 
importance equal to any Red Cross ac­ 
tivity.
